Boiling Meats. 

This simple culinary process does not re- 
poe quite ag much care and attention as 
coasting. When the pot is coming to a 
boil, there will always from the cleanest 
meat and clearest water, rise a ecum to the 
9 pofit, This must be carefuily taken off 
gesoon as it rises. On this depends the 
good appearance of all boiled articles. The 
oftener the meat is skimmed and the cleaner 
the top of the water is kept, the cleaner 
willbe the meat. If let alone, it eoon 
poils down and sticks to the meat, making 
it appear coarse and giving it an unsavory 
favor. Put the meat into cold water in 
the proportion of about a quart of water to 
s pound of meat, It should be covered 
with water during the whole of the process 
of boiling, but not drowned 1n it, the less 


water, provided the meat is covered with 
:, the more eavory will be the meat, and 
the better will be the broth in every respect. 
The water should be heated gradually, ac- 
ording to the thickness of the article boiled,
